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(The  following  are  excerpts  from  an  article  which  appeared  in 
the  KPFA  Folio  in  July,  1949,  and  are  reprinted  here  in  con- 
nection with  the  station's  recent  return  to  news  broadcasting.) 

In  the  early  days  of  broadcasting  it  was  often  prophesied  that  radio  would  replace 
newspapers  as  the  chief  conveyor  of  public  information.  This  notion  was  as  exaggerated 
as  its  current  analogue  —  that  television  will  "replace"  radio.  Radio  did  become  a 
major  information  medium,  and  surveys  have  shown  that  news  broadcasts  are  second 
only  to  music  in  popularity  with  the  general  public.  There  are  in  fact  many  millions 
who  depend  on  radio  altogether  for  news. 

It  is  a  peculiar  trait  of  contemporary  radio  that  its  news  service  is  usually  the  most 
perfunctory  and  effortless  part  of  its  broadcasts.  Some  networks  have  their  own  news- 
gathering  and  editorial  staffs;  a  very  few  independent  stations  edit  wire  service  reports 
and  use  supplementary  sources.  But  the  large  majority  of  newscasts  heard  by  the  Amer- 
ican public  consist  of  material  which  the  broadcaster  has  played  no  part  in  gathering, 
editing  or  writing.  The  average  station  uses  one  or  more  of  the  conventional  press 
services  in  a  version  known  as  the  "radio  wire"— a  special  digest  of  material  "re-written 
for  radio."  Material  from  this  wire  is  torn  off  the  teletype,  and  read  over  the  air  as  it 
appears,  by  a  staff  announcer.  Both  the  station  and  its  listeners  thus  rely  on  an  editorial 
selection  remote  from  their  interests,  and  radio  news  suffers  from  a  standardization  that 
robs  it  of  objectivity  as  well  as  freshness.  The  hourly  broadcast  of  such  "canned"  news, 
by  announcers  whose  specialty  is  a  tone  of  restrained  hysteria,  is  one  of  the  more  ludi- 
crous aspects  of  present-day  radio. 

The  foremost  of  KPFA's  standards  for  news  broadcasting  concerns  its  own  editorial 
responsibility.  As  a  dispenser  of  public  information,  the  station  believes  that  it  carries 
the  basic  responsibility  for  the  news  it  broadcasts,  regardless  of  how  thoroughly  edited 
some  it  its  primary  news  sources  may  be  .  .  .  Each  of  the  station's  news  programs  is 
edited  from  various  sources,  including  the  wire  service,  and  is  written  by  the  editor  who 
himself  broadcasts  it  .  .  .  (It)  represents  a  well  considered  local  judgment,  applied  with 
a  will  to  get  behind  journalistic  jargon  to  the  facts  wherever  possible  . .  .

MOZART:  We  continue  our  celebration  of  the  bicentennial  of  Mozart's  birth  with  two 
complete  operas  to  be  heard  during  this  Folio  period.  The  Marriage  of  Figaro  will  be  heard 
on  Friday,  January  13,  at  8:15;  Don  Giovanni,  on  Wednesday,  January  18,  at  8:25.  Mozart's 
Adagio  and  Rondo,  to  be  heard  on  the  6  o'clock  concert  of  January  17,  does  double  commem- 
orative service.  It  was  written  for  glass  harmonica,  an  instrument  improved  and  developed  by 
an  amateur  musician  and  professional  statesman  named  Benjamin  Franklin.  January  17  is 
the  250th  anniversary  of  Franklin's  birth. 

STUDIO  CONCERTS 

KPFA  will  broadcast  the  concert  by  the  Little  Symphony  under  Gregory  Millar  from  the 
Berkeley  Little  Theater  on  January  17.  The  program  includes  works  by  Handel,  Mozart, 
Honegger,  and  Hindemith,  and  will  begin  at  8:30. 

Jules  Haywood  makes  his  first  KPFA  appearance  on  January  9,  in  a  piano  recital  of  works 
by  Debussy,  Mozart,  Beethoven,  and  Mr.  Haywood's  transcription  of  several  Negro  spirituals. 

Bernhard  Abramowitsch  continues  his  series  of  the  complete  Piano  Sonatas  of  Beethoven 
with  the  D  major,  Opus  28  ("Pastorale")  and  the  C  sharp  minor,  Opus  27  No.  2  ("Moonlight"). 
The  concert  will  be  broadcast  on  Thursday,  January  12,  at  8:15. 

Dorothy  Long,  soprano,  will  present  a  concert  including  three  early  Italian  arias,  a  group 
of  songs  by  Grieg  and  Richard  Strauss,  Mignon's  aria  from  the  Thomas  opera,  and  contemporary 
songs  by  Nordoff  and  Quilter.  The  Grieg  songs  will  be  sung  in  the  original  Norwegian.  Don 
Jones  is  the  accompanist,  and  the  concert  is  scheduled  for  Monday,  January  16  at  8:15. 

Roy  Bogas,  young  Bay  Area  pianist,  returns  on  Friday,  January  20  at  8:15,  to  perform 
works  by  Bach,  Mozart,  and  Schumann. 
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MUSICOLOGY:  Selections  from  a  new  edition  of  Bach's  Art  of  the  Fugue  will  be  performed 
by  the  pianist  William  Corbett  Jones  on  Tuesday,  January  10  at  8:15.  Eric  Vaughn  is  the 
editor,  and  the  performance  will  be  preceded  by  a  commentary  by  Mr.  Vaughn  on  his  work. 
The  noted  Dutch  musicologist  Dr.  Jaap  Kunst  visited  our  studios  recently  to  record  two 
talks:  one  on  Dutch  folklore  in  music,  and  the  other  on  the  music  of  Java.  Dr.  Kunst  is 
professor  of  ethno-musicology  at  the  University  of  Amsterdam,  and  his  books  on  Javanese 
music  have  long  been  regarded  as  definitive.  Both  his  talks  will  be  broadcast  during  the  current 
Folio  period;  that  on  Dutch  Folklore  on  January  21  at  7:55,  and  that  on  Javanese  music  on 
January  19  at  7:50,  rebroadcast  on  January  21  at  4:40.  Both  talks  are  implemented  by  musical 
examples.
